EFFECTS OF THE BOND SALE, 
Beyond an easier money market and 
a more evident disposition on the part 
of banks to buy commercial paper, it is 
rather early to have realized any posi- 
tive effect from the recent bond sale 
upon the commercial or industrial in- 





terests of the country. It is already ap- 
parent, however, that the enormously 
excessive subscriptions, and the aver- 
age rate at which they were made, will 
do much toward restoring the lost con- 
fidence in the financial strength of the 
people, which has hindered the return 
of prosperity since the panic of 1893. 
Indeed it was this unreasoning want 
of confidence, rather than, any real con- 
ditions necessitating a general liquida- 
tion, which precipitated that panic, and 
it needed some such popular manifes- 
tation of the real financial condition of 
the country at large, as has been fur- 
nished by the bond sale, to undo what 
has been done by the sensational dis- 
cussion of the financial question, and 


the setting up of such bugbears as the 
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gold reserve and the silver question, 
However important either of these may 
be as factors in the eventual financial 
policy, they offer, in our judgment, no 


such menace to the stability of our na- 
tional prosperity as has been made to 
appear in the utterances of legislators 
and writers. These questions have, toa 
considerable extent, displaced tariff agi- 
tation, and even a change of evils is 
a relief, but their constant agitation 
has led to unwarranted fears, which 
have proved a heavy drag upon return- 
ing prosperity. 

Aside from the fact that the subscrip- 
tions for bonds were nearly six times 
the amount to be disposed of, the most 
gratifying, because the most reassuring, 
features of the subscription, were the 
facts that they included a liberal per- 
centage of foreign investors, showing 
that our national credit is not impaired 
abroad, and also a very large number 
of small investors at home, indicating a 
surprising distribution of the funds 
which seek investment. Many of the 
latter class of bidders failed to get any 
of the bonds because their bids were too 
low, but even the lowest of them were 
at a rate of premium which brought the 
bonds down to about a three and one- 
half per cent, investment. A large pro- 
portion of the awards to the syndicate 
and to large corporations and bankers 
was unquestionably intended for resale 
to smail investors, and will reach their 
hands at figures which will yield be- 
tween three and one-quarter and three 
and one-half per cent. The awards 
show that in the distribution of the 
bonds the New England and Middle 
States together get over seventy-seven 
per cent. of the entire issue, while seven- 
teen per cent. goes abroad, leaving about 
five per cent, for all other sections of 
this country. In the final distribution 
through the middlemen who have been 
such large takers, doubtless tne interior 
will get a larger portion, but still not so 
large as it would have secured under a 
more popular form of loan. In any 
event, nowever, the bidding indicates no 
lack of money in the country, and now 
that tne awards have been made much 
of the money which had been accumu- 
lated against bids for the bonds will be 
unlocked for commercial and industrial 
uses. We may therefore hope for com- 
paratively cheap money for legitimate 
uses during the current year, and a con- 
sequent encouragement of sucn opera- 
tions as other conditions may seem to 
warrant, Unfortunately this is a Presi- 
dential year, but trom present indica- 
tions tne ability whicn tne country nas 
demonstrated during the last ten years 
to survive aimost everything in the way 
of either legislative or admunistracive 
attacks upon its prosperity, wiil .cssen 
popular interest in the outcome ot the 
conventions or the subsequent elections, 


THE PARIS GREEN SIPUATION, 

Since the dissolution of the Paris 
Gre2n Association, particuiars of which 
have already been given in these col- 
umns, the market has been ve.y unset- 
tled, but within the past twv weeks 
tnere have been deciueu indications of 
a reaction, and the price is now fully 
two cents higher than it was a week or 
ten days ago. In fact, some manutac- 
turers have put their price for green in 
bulk at fifteen cents per pound, and de- 
cline to accept orders at a lower limit. 
Others name twelve and a half cents as 
the lowest figure for arsenic kegs, and 
while still others say they will meet the 
market whatever it may be, no one to- 
day seems disposed to take orders at 
the eleven and a half cent price, which 
was the general figure less than a week 
ago. 

The improvement is not traceable to 
an increase in the demand, for even at 
the lowest limit buyers manifested com- 
paratively little speculative interest, as, 
with the actual consuming season a 
long way off and an open market before 
them, they did not feel disposed to lay 
in large stocks, even at what appeared 
to be extremely low prices. Still a con- 
siderable quantity of green has been 
sold to go to different parts of the coun- 
try during the past six weeks, and now 
it would appear that the manufactur- 
ers have become indifferent and are in- 
clined to limit the quantity to be sold 
to each buyer. 

The reaction in market prices is pri- 
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marily due to the great advance in the 
cost of arsenic, which has _ nearly 
doubled witnin a short time, owing to 
causes which are given in detail in an 
article published in another column, The 
advance in blue vitriol reported in our 
market columns this week also tends to 
strengthen the price of gieen. The 
burning of the factory of one of the 
largest manufacturers of paris green 
early this week has also contributed to 
the increasing strength of the market, 
although it is understood that this fire 
is not likely to interfere with the en- 
gagements of the manufacturer who 
suffered the loss. 

Another circumstance contributing to 
the better feeling, though one which 
was not generally known to the pro- 
ducers, at least until some time after 
the market ‘began to improve, is the ac- 
tion of the Paris Green Committee of 
the National Wholesale Druggist As- 
in taking an independent 
stand on the question of jobbing prices. 
The position assumed by the committee 
is fully outlined in a circular it has just 
Sent out to the jobbing drug trade in 


all parts of the country. The circular 


reads as follows: 

As this year the manufacturers of paris green 
will not render our association any assistance 
in maintaining a price which will afford us a 
profit, it has become necessary to take an in- 
dependent course to accomplish this end. The 
jobbing drug trade in the following territory— 
Ohio, Kentucky, Michigan, Indiana, Chicago, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis—has agreed to main- 
tain the following schedule on paris green to 
the retail trade in any quantity: Arsenic kegs, 
13% cents per pound; small kegs, 14 cents per 
pound; 14, 28, 56, 5 and 2 pound packages, 15 
cents per pound; 1s, 15% cents per pound; %s, 
16% cents per pound; 4s, 17% cents per pound. 
This is the New York schedule for 1506, with 
2 cents added. It is understood that, as the 
New York market advances or declines, that 
this difference of 2 cents will continue, but that 
jobbers are not to make any changes in their 
price until they have been notilied of such 
change by the chairman of the Paris G:een 
Committee of the N. W. D. A, 

Can you arrange with the trade in your city 
or State to adopt the above schedule? Let me 
hear from you.

The figures named in the circular 
were evidently based on last week’s 


quotations in this market, when, as al- 
ready stated, the prices were consider- 
ably lower than they are now. If the 
committee succeeds in getting the gen- 
eral support of the jobbing trade for its 
plan, it is the general opinion here that 
when the consuming season opens the 
prospects for paris green will be much 
brighter than they would have been had 
the jobbers followed the manufacturers 
in taking an independent course in the 
making of prices.

HIGHER PRICES FOR AKSENIC, 


The developments this week in the 
market for arsenic fully sustain the 
view expressed editorially in the Re- 


porter several months ago that the con- 
ditions bearing on the article were such 
as to lead to the expectation of higher 
prices. Until within about ten days agu 
the demand for arsenic had not risen 
above ordinary proportions, but despite 
this fact the tendency has been steadily 
upward, and since the close of last year 
a substantia] gain in quotable values, 
based upon natural causes, is shown. 
Last week, however, an active buying 
movement, emanating from consuming 
channels, set in, and the paucity of spot 
supplies soon brought about increased 
firmness in the views of holders. 

At this point a leading importer be- 
came interested, and entered the market 
as a purchaser, with the result that all 
available lots were taken up at full 
figures, so that now, practically all the 
spot stock has passed under the control 
of the house alluded to. That the confi- 
dence thus manifested in the future of 
arsenic rests upon a good foundation 
there can be very little doubt. Orders 
cabled to Germany and England during 
the past few days met with the response 
that none is obtainable, as supplies 
there are reduced to a minimum, and all 
offerings have been withdrawn. A 
limited quantity is expected to arrive 
at this port during the next month or 
two, but these shipments, we under- 
stand, were contracted for by consum- 
ers some time ago, and will not come 
upon the market. With these excep- 
tions the receipts of arsenic in the near 
future, at least, will probably amount 
to little or nothing, and under existing 
circumstances gradually hardening 
prices would seem to be ineyitable. 











THE OUTLOOK FOR LARD. 


Current statistics of the stocks of lard 
and compound in Europe, and afloat for 
European ports, and of pure lard in 
American markets, show a considerable 
excess over any year since 1891, the 
visible supply on Feb. 1 for a series of 
years having been as follows:

The value of these figures as an ele- 
ment in forecasting the course of the 
lard market is only relative, there be- 
ing so many other elements to be con- 
sidered as affecting the consumption of 
this supply, and the additions ww i 
which will be furnished by the produc- 
tion of lard and its compounds during 
the remainder of the current crop year 
The most cursory estimate of the con- 
sumption of this product must take In- 
to account not only the increased com- 
petition of other fats, but also the ex- 
tent to which consumption is rapidly 
increased or diminished by the con- 
ditions which permit more liberal living. 
or compel closer economy in the house- 
holds of the masses here and abroad. 
In European countries, where the 
economies are more rigorously enforced 
by all classes than they are among our 
people, but a small saving 1s necessary 
among that proportion of the popuia- 
tion which may be said to be dependent 
upon American lard, to effect an aggre- 
gate diminishing of consumption more 
than equal to our export Output in any 
single year. This sort of reasoning 1S 
apparently altogether hypothetical, but 
experience has shown that it is entirely 
real, and the present stock of lard in 
Europe is largely attributed to just 
these causes, Industrial conditions 
throughout Europe have been such as tv 
compel economical living on the part of 
the masses for the past two or three 
years, and the effect would be discern- 
ible in their consumption of all articles 
in which saving is easily possible. But 
beyond this is the competition of butter, 
which has been so low in price for more 
than a year past as to curtail the con- 
sumption of the coarser fats by the 
classes who could afford to indulge a 
preference at the abnormally low cost 
of the better product. The enormous 
receipts and low price of Australian but- 
ter in the European markets and the in- 
creased crop of the dairy product 
throughout northern Europe have been 
adverse to the consumption of American 
lard or compound. So, too, the cheap- 
ness of butter in our own country had 
its effect upon the use of lard, and, al- 
though it is perhaps less perceptible in 
the statistics of pure lard, it would be 
quite apparent in figures which included 
the compound, the latter having borne a 
much smaller relation to the entire con- 
sumption during the past year than in 
several of its predecessors, 

It is evident, therefore, that in calcu- 
lating the chances of a rise or decline 
in the price of lard during the current 
year one must take into account a num- 
ber of conditions not covered by any 
available statistics. That there is a 
prospect of bettered industrial conditions 
here and abroad evident, we 
think, and it is also a favorable sign 
that there is a diminished supply of 
cheap butter for the British market. 
These facts, together with a falling off 
in the cotton oil product, equivalent 
to about 2U0 per cent. of the average 
crop of lard, should have a tendency to 
offset the heavy increase in the produc- 
tion of lard during the current year, 
which may be looked for as a result of 
the enormous corn crop of 1895. But 
with the large present visible supply the 
outlook cannot be considered bullish, 
and there is obvious warrant for the 
easy tenor of the market which has pre- 


vailed since the first of the year,

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SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION AND 
INSURANCE RATES. 


A letter from a prominent manufac- 
turer of lampblacks, which appeared on 
page twenty-one of our last issue, eX- 
plains the position into which the manu- 
facturers and users of that product 
have lately been forced by the arbitrary 
action of certain insurance companies, 
and indicates the serious and unwar- 
ranted burden which may be placed 
upon all persons who store lampblack 
in any appreciable quantity, if the ac- 
tion of these companies is not rescinded. 


The agitation which is supposed to 
have led up to this action 15 
of recent occurrence, and ap- 


pears to have been instigated by an 
insurance agent at St. Paul, Minn., who 
issued a circular relative to the 
dangers of spontaneous combustion 
inherent in this product, and at the same 
time recommended the use of a patert 
storage can, by which those alleged 
dangers could be safely guarded 
against. It may have been a mere CO- 
incidence, but the apparent motive of 
the cautionary circular was the self-in- 
terest of its publisher in the sale of the 
can, and it would appear that he had 
taken advantage of his position as an 
underwriter to enforce the use of the 


utensil in which he presumably is 
pecuniarily interested. Be his motive 
whatcver it may, however, he has suc- 
ceeded in inducing these insurance 
companies to advance rates upon 
the manufacturers of lampblack, 
and upon those who store it in 


large quantities, while in stigmatizing 
it as an extra hazardous article he has 
also given rise to a dread of the possible 
results attending its use which is cal- 
culated to do some injury to t. in- 
dustry as a whole. 

The well-established fact concerning 
most of the articles alleged to be liable 
to spontaneous combustion is that they 
are absolutely without such liability, 
and there is no evidence whatever 
worthy of serious consideration that 
lampblack ever ignited under any ordi- 
nary conditions of exposure, or without 
admixture with some oxidizing element, 
such as drying oil. Nothing that it 
could absorb from the atmosphere, nor 
anything inherent in black made by any 
known process, would lead to spontane- 
ous combustion, and it is no more prone 
to ignite, even after admixture with an 
oxidizing agent, than would be any other 
light organic material, such as cotton 
waste, oakum or cloth. It would be as 
reasonable and just to classify gylcerine 
and nitric acid, when stored separately 
in the same room, as extra hazardous, 
because when compounded they pro- 
duced nitro-glycerine, as it is to say 
that lampblack is of itself hazardous, or 
even that it is an element of extra 
hazard, when stored in the same room 
with oils. A very small proportion of 
the lampblack consumed is used in con- 
nection with oils, or at any time comes 
into proximity to them. It has been 
alleged by the instigator of this agita- 
tion that lampblack has been known to 
ignite after having combined with mois- 
ture and being exposed to the sun, and 
in support of the allegation a case is 
cited of a fire occurring in a wholesale 
drug store in Baltimure in 1871, in 
which lampblack so exposed was found 
to be on fire. There is nothing more 
than a surmise in this explanation of 
the fire, and it was accepted in lieu of 
something better, but as against this 
the direct evidence is furnished by 
capable chemists, that under no circum- 
stances could the fire have resulted 
from spontaneous ignition of the black, 
and that a simple admixture of lamp- 
black and water is absolutely incapable 
of combustion without the intervention 
of some agent which would make cotton 
and water equally dangerous. Well 
sustained, scientific facts and the pmc- 
tical experience of manufacturers are 
not, however, permitted to weigh 
against unsupported allegations (and 
the sale of the can), if the insurance 
companies are permitting themselves to 
be used as the tool of what appears to 
be @ most unscrupulous effort to com- 
pel the use of an unnecessary utensil. 
Of course, the companies profit from the 
advanced rate, but it would seem that 
the subject should be made one of care- 
ful investigation before the Rate Com- 
mittee should establish any new rate on 





lampblack. It is this investigation 
which the proposition contained in the 
letter in last week’s Reporter asks the 
companies to make, even now, and it is 
fair to presume that with the matter 
brought to their attention by even a 
tithe of their customers who would be 
affected by the new classification their 
sense of justice will outweigh even the 
influence of the owner of the can.

DISCOUNTS ON PROPRIETARY AR- 
TICLES. 


A prominent proprietor, and a stanch 
friend of the rebate plan, is out with a 
circular evidently addressed primarily 
to the jobbers and called forth by the 
requests and suggestions received from 
them as to an extra five per cent. on his 
goods. Referring to this suggestion, he 
calls attention to the fact that when 
the plan was started he was assured by 
the jobbers that ten per cent. would be 
perfectly satisfactory, and now, in the 


face of the contrary assurance that it | 


does not cover the expense of doing 
business, he inquires what certainty 
can he have that ten and five will not 
in a few years also prove inadequate. 
He sees in an extra five per cent. an 
element of greater danger to the rebate 
plan than exists in the present ten, and 
points out the fact that theincreased ex- 
pense of doing business is a matter for 
which proprietary goods are not re- 
sponsible, but which is due to the more 
aggressive competition between jobbers. 
He does not believe that an extra five 
per cent. is the saving clause for job- 
bers, but that the number of articles 
on the rebate plan should be materially 
reduced, and all remaining should pay 
a full ten per cent. to the jobber, and 
be sold only through the jobbing trade. 
He also points out, incidentally, that 
the path of the proprietor is not strewn 
with financial roses, and that it is cost- 
ing more every day to sell patent medi- 
cines. This is undoubtedly true, and, in 
fact, there is much _ good reasoning 
throughout the circular. But its mis- 
fortune is that it abounds with “IFS,” 
and what the jobbers is now looking for 
is something that is not a contingency 
but a reality. There is one hopeful sign 
about all the work that has recently 
been done toward an amended rebate 
plan, and that is that it comprehended 
a reduced list of proprietors. The 
whole value of the plan has rested in 
the restrictions it afforded on not more 
than a dozen different preparations, and 
if that number of the necessary promi- 
nence could be included in the proposed 
plan its success would be assured. In- 
deed, the loyal adherence of that num- 
ber of proprietors to the present plan 





would make it far more satisfactory 
than it is in its present cumbersome 
form. But, then, here is an “if” again 
—and there are others, 
“=e. 
A PROPOSED OUTLET FOR OIL 
CAKE, 
In view of the importance of lin- 


seed and cottonseed cakes to their re- 
spective crushing industries, and the 
extremely low prices that have  pre- 
vailed this season for the former, the 
efforts now being made by tthe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Washington to 
stimulate the consumption of the 
products will be watched with interest 
by the trade. A circular, the substance 
of which will be found in our Washing- 
ton correspondence, has just been pre- 
pared by the Department, in which 
the proposition is advanced that by an 
appropriate admixture of cottonseed 
cake or linseed cake with other ma- 
terials, such as corn, oats, wheat, hay 
or bran, a superior food for cattle can 
‘be produced. It is suggested that the 
ingredients be thoroughly incorporated 
with each other after being ground, and 
then subjected to pressure, so as to form 
a solid mass, of convenient form and 
size for handling. The constituents of 
the proposed food could be varied, ac- 
cording to the purpose in view, and in 
that way the combinations could be 
made to meet any requirement in the 
feeding of cattle, pigs and other ani- 
mals. It is believed that in the prep- 
aration of these artificial foods, some 
uniting medium, as molasses, would be 
necessary to facilitate the cohesion of 
tthe ingredients, and that the mixture, 
owing to the presence of an oil cake, 
would doubtless keep well and be 














adapted to stand long sea voyages. In 
transporting it to distant points or to 
guard against atmospheric 
injurious influences, the product might 
be protected by some cheap covering. 
The suggestion is made that mill own- 
ers take up the subject and make ex- 
periments along the line indicated with 


or other 


the idea of determining the feasibility 
of the plan, and of adopting ‘the best 
formulas and methods of manufacture 
that actual experience may _ dictate. 


Some figures are presented bearing on 
the probable cost of the proposed food, 
and, according to these preliminary es- 


timates, it can be produced at from 
fourteen to fifteen dollars per ton at 
the mills, as to location. This would 


indicate that upon the basis of present 
values for feedstuffs the compound 
food would be cheaper than either lin- 
seed or cottonseed cake, while at the 
same time it would p obably excel them 
in fattening properties. The idea under 


consideration possesses the merit of 
novelty. and, besides, it apparently 
has much that is substantial to recorn- 
mend it, not the least of which is the 
increased outlet that it will afford for 
corn, oats, wheat and other crops. 
The exports of oil cake and oil cake 


meal for the year 1895 reached a total 
of 818,366,855 pounds, valued at _ §$7,- 
851,246, which shows the importance of 
the trade in these articles. The De- 
partment’s circular concludes with the 
following remarks: “If we made all of 
our oil cake into mixed cake instead of 
selling 800,000,000 pounds, or 400,000 
tons of 2,000 pounds of pure oil cake 
abroad, worth about $9,700,000, we 
would sell 1,2000,000 tons, worth $24,- 
000,000, at our seaboard ($15 per ton 
plus freight to seaboard from inland 
mills, at $5 per ton), a gain of $14,300,- 
000 in foreign markets for our grain 
producers, millers and oil mills.’

THE ADVANCE IN INSEC? POWDER. 


The rapid advance in the price of in- 
sect powder which has occurred within 
the past ten days, appears to have been 
based primarily on the comparative 
smallness of the stocks of flowers in 
Trieste, which is the distributing point 
for the supplies consumed both in Eu- 
rope and the United States. On the first 
of November last the stock there was 
one-half what it was on the same date 
in 1894, and the smallest on this date in 
four years. Ever since last summer the 
Trieste market has been hardening, the 
advance having been a gradual one of 
two or three shillings per hundred- 
weight at a time, but many makers of 
insect powder here had no faith in the 
permanency of values, and did not 
make their usual large purchases. Some 
of them accept?1 the usual contracts 
for powder for delivery over the season 
without fully protecting themselves on 
their flowers. It has been suggested 
that the tightness of money had some- 
thing to do with the small supplies pur- 
chased. At any rate, it is a fact that 
the majority of the powder makers here 
remained out of the Trieste market 
until they found themselves obliged to 
enter it to secure flowers to supply their 
wants. As soon as this state of affairs 
came about the price there began to ad- 
vance rapidly, and orders for flowers 
were refused by the Trieste holders, at 
the limits sent out from here. Failing 
to obtain flowers from abroad some of 
them tried this market only to find 
holders too firm in their views to admit 
of sales being effected. The price of 
powder having been held down and 
many contracts made at low figures, na- 
turally placed some dealers in an awk- 
ward position, from which they have 
not yet extricated themselves. 

There is every indication that the 
price of powder will remain at its pres- 
ent level for some time to come, as it is 
generally agreed that the shortage in 
the supply of flowers is due to the low 
prices that ruled a year ago. It is 
claimed that it did not pay to cultivate 
them, 

Naturally shortage in the supply of 
flowers has caused the stock of stems 
to run low. There is plenty of evidence 
that these ar still used to a consider- 
able extent to adulterate the flowers 
with. 

The situation has prompted some deal- 
ers to consider the advisability of elimi- 
nating the protection clause when mak- 
ing new contracts, 
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A KEBATE PLAN ON BRITISH PRO- 
PRIETARY ARTICLES. 

The American jobbing druggist, rest- 
ing, even if not very contentedly, upon 
his dozen or more years of experience 
with the rebate plan, can afford to view 
with some amusement and a good deal 
of curiosity the efforts of the British job- 
bers, retailers and proprietors to agree 
upon some protective scheme which 
shall, in its beneficent provisions, in- 
clude all three of these interests. Un- 
like the rebate plan, however, the Brit- 
ish project emanates from the retailers, 
and even if they prove a unit in their 
advocacy of the scheme it is question- 
able to what extent 'they will be able 
to secure the active co-operation of the 
two other interests. The plan has pro- 
gressed so far as to result in the forma- 
tion of an association known as the 
“Proprietary Article Trades Associa- 
tion,’’ membership in which is open to 
“manufacturers of proprietary articles 
and wholesale and retail venuors of tne 
same who give evidence of their being 
in sympathy with its objects.” The 
“evidence” of sympathy would appear 
to consist mainly in the “annual sub- 
scription” to the association, which is 
$25 from proprietors and jobbers and 
$1.25 from retailers. The affairs of the 
association are to be managed by a 
council of thirty, composed of ten mem- 
bers from each of the three classes, Re- 
ports of the proceedings of the initial 
meeting show that this proposition 
failed to meet the views of some of the 
proprietors, who felt that considering 
the importance of their relation ito the 
association, a one-third voice in the 
management was not sufficient. It was 
a debatable question as to how the 
was to be drawn between retailers 
who were also proprietors, or jobbers 
who were both proprietors and retail- 
ers, or proprietors who might have a 
retail shop, and persons who confined 
their operations strictly to one of these 
three callings. At the same time the 
new association found itself up against 
another difficulty, which will probably 
not be lessened as time goes on, and 
that was the form of plan which should 
finally be adopted to carry the objects 
of the organization into practical effect. 
It Was stated by one proprietor, and 
conceued by everybouy, that the motive 
of the manufacturer in entering the 
association was ‘“‘to gain the sympathy 
of the retail trade’ and ito stop substi- 
tution. They wanted all classes of 
dealers to have a living profit on their 
articles, but it seemed to be the view 
of tne proprietors that they were the 
most seriously concerned in the experi- 
ment of forcing the distributers to get 
living prices. A rebate plan, which is 
already in operation on Mellen’s food 
and was proposed by another manufac- 
turer, Was opposed by some of the iaig- 
est jobbers, on the ground of its ocing 
too cumbersome and also because it in- 
volved an objectionable amount of cen- 
sorship of the jobbers’ affairs by the 
proprietor whose goods were the sub- 
ject of rebate agreements. In this 
country the boot is on the other foot, 
and the complaint comes from the pro- 
prietor rather than the jobber. This 
difference is due to the fact that while 
the rebate plan here is essentially for 
the jobber’s protection and is of his 
creation and he is willing to bear the 
burden of its enforcement, the English 
idea is to prohibit the cutting at retail, 
and the proprietor takes upon himself 
the task of preventing the misdirection 
of his goods by the jobber. It will be 
seen, therefore, that our British friends 
have before them a more serious prob- 
lem than has been grappled with here 
in its entirety at any one time. That 
they will be able to accomplish what 
they aim at is- apparently viewed with 
some doubt by all parties concerned, 
excepting, perhaps, a few of the more 
enthusiastic originators of the scheme, 
who content themselves act present by 
simply “laying down a broad basis, up- 
on which the association shall be 
formed,” and leave it to Providence and 
later experience to settle the differences 
of opinion and other obstacles to a defi- 
nite plan, that present themselves at 
the very outset. The wholesale and re- 
tail trade here, no less than the pro- 
prietors, will, however, wish them @ 
happy issue out of all their trials, “ 
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JANUARY PETROLEUM STATISTICS: 


The statements of the various pipe 
lines giving the statistics of Pennsyl- 
vania oil do not show any important 
variations in production, though the de~ 
liveries were larger during January, and 
to this is due the smaller addition to 
the stocks above ground. The report 
is variously regarded, as the analysis 
is influenced by the interest of the per- 
son eXamin.ng the reports. It has 
however, exerted no influence on the 
market value of the product, the show- 
ing being about as expected it would 
be. The runs, as compared with those 
during the corresponding month of last 
year, show a considerable increase, 
while the deliveries, on the other hand, 
show an important decrease, and this 
feature of the statistical situation is 
the subject of considerable comment, 
though it presents no new feature, the 
deliveries throughout the past year 
having been smaller than during the 
year preceding. The stocks, although 
having been further increased during 
January, are still smaller than they 
were a year ago, and should succeeding 
months, show an increase in deliveries 
they will probably again decrease. The 
Statistics of Ohio oil show more varia- 
tion. The runs during the month pre- 
ceding, while the deliveries showed but 
slight variation, but the total net stocks 
show a decrease. Including all the sec- 
tions from which reports are received, 
the changes are unimportant and the 
statistical situation, as a whole, pre- 
sents no features likely to effect a 
change in market conditions. 


The January report shows the total 
production of Pennsylvania oil to have 
been 2,676,196 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 12,627 barrels compared with 
the production during December, but 
exceeds the average monthly production 
of last year by 142,305 barrels. The ce- 
liveries reached a total of 2,532,604 bar- 
rely, which shows an increase of 1351,- 
D47 barrels, but, compared with the 
average deliveries during the twelve 
months of last year, there is shown a 
decrease of 134,414 barrels. The net 
stocks in possession of the pipe lines at 
the end of the month amounted to 5,- 
329,506 barrels, showing an_ increase 
during January of 167,661 barrels, 
while the increase during December was 
405,234 barrels. Tne stocks, compared 
with one year ago, skow a decrease of 
310,619 barrels. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company, giving the statistics of Ohio 
oil, shows the runs during Januar} to 
have amounted to 1,739,201 barrels, 
which is an increase of 114,655 barrels 
over those during December, and an 
excess of 204,655 barrels over the aver- 
age runs of the twelve months of 1895. 
The shipments during January reached 
a total of 1,802,361 barrels, showing a 
decrease, as compared with December, 
of 7,798 barrels, but, compared with the 
average of the twelve months of 1895, 
there is shown an increase of 399,831 
barrels. The net stock in possession of 
the pipe line at the close of the month 
was 21,431,778 barrels, showing a de- 
crease during January of 43,070 barrels. 
Compared with the stock at the close 
of January, 1895, there is an increase of 
1,533,400 barrels. 

The total production of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio oils during January amounted 
to 4,415,487 barrels, which is an _ in- 
crease of 102,480 barrels, compared 
with the entire production during De- 
ember. The total shipments during 

anuary amounted to 4,334,065 barrels, 
which shows an increase of 123,74 bar- 
rels over the shipments during the 

onth preceding. The total stocks at 

he end of January amounted to 26,- 
61,344 barrels, showing the net in- 
rease to have been 124,591 barrels. 
Sompared with one year ago, there is 
Shown to be an increase in total stocks 
xf all classes of oil of 1,222,781 barrels.

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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR 1895, 


The monthly tables of imports and 
exports for last December, issued by 
the Treasury Department and received 
a few days ago, bring the statistics 
down to the close of the year and af- 
ford a comparison between the move- 
ment of merchandise in 1895 and 1894. 
As a rule, those articles in which our 
readers are specially interested were 
imported more largely in 1895 than in 
the preceding year, due to an improve- 
ment in the general consumptive de- 
mand. The volume of exports for the 
two years was almost evenly bal- 
anced, though in a few items the gains 
and losses are strongly pronounced. 
In the majority of instances, the fig- 
ures do not disclose important differ- 
ences in the quantities or values of the 
goods imported or exported. 

Among the articles that call for par- 
ticular mention in this connection, are 
argols, or crude tartar, of which 28,- 
688,331 pounds were imported in 1895, 
against 26,860,622 pounds in 1894. In 
cinchona barks the report indicates a 
decrease in the importations last year 
of 665,541 pounds, while sulphate and 
other salts of quinine show a falling 
off of 144,350 ounces, in comparison 
with the results in 1894. Of crude or 
unmanufactured opium the 
last year aggregated only 344,0U5 
pounds, against 722,022 pounds in 1894, 
the decrease being 375,517 pounds, 
Bleaching powder showed an increased 
import movement in 1895, the gain 
amounting to 7,061,717 pounds. Vanil- 
la beans were imported to the extent 
of 192,206 pounds last year, and 159,- 
065 pounds in 1504. Glycerine imports 
in 1895 foot up 16,244,827 pounds, this 
being an increase of 6,852,039 pounds 
over the record for 1804. The receipts 
of caustic soda last year increased 27,- 
246,602 pounds, while sal soda de- 
creased 2,471,303 pounds, and soda ash 
fell off 11,803,467 pounds. A notable 
decrease is observed in the imports of 
window glass, the exact loss last year 
being 12,761,463 pounds. The arrivals 
of lead, in pigs or bars, amounted in 
1895 to the large total of 200,996,955 
pounds, contrasted with 139,961,911 
xcunds received in 1804. Of linseed 
the imports last year were 3,08U,727 
bushels, compared with 2,298,497 bush- 
els in 1894. Cutch and gambier 
show an increase of 7,939,915 pounds 
in 1895, while the imports of shellac 
likewise increased 5V7,152 pounds. 

The leading differences as regards 
the exports of domestic merchandise 
are the following: Glucose or grape 
sugar indicates an increased movement, 
the figures being 145,985,312 pounds in 
1895 and 110,325,544 pounds in 1804. 
Rosin was exported last year to the 
extent of 2,033,789 barrels, while in 
1894 the figures were only 1,885,000 
oarrels. Other gains in 1895 were as 
follows: Spirits turpentine, 3,237,067 
gallons; cottonseed cake and meal, 
99,785,005 pounds; linseed cake and 
meal, 83,207,813 pounds; lard oil, 111,- 
155 gallons; crude mineral oil, 1,283,- 
507 gallons; lubricating and heavy 
paraffine oil, 7,929,221 gallons; cotton- 
seed oil, 5,705,969 gallons; paraffine 
and paraffine wax, 29,253,526 pounds; 
lard, 37,666,161 pounds; cottonseed, 
7,926,747 pounds; alcohol, 232,445 gal- 
lons and starch, 4,514,810 pounds. 
Among the articles of domestic mer- 
chandise that showed a decreased ex- 
port movement last year in comparison 
with 1894, we note the following: 
Whale oil, a decrease of 35,343 gal- 
lons; naphthas, including all lighter 
products of distillation, 1,992,724 gal- 
lons; mineral illuminating oil, 48,050,- 
572 gallons; oil of peppermint, 10,113 
pounds; tallow, 10,199,470 pounds; oleo 
oil, 81,578,046 pounds and spermaceti, 
17,704 pounds.

The Savannah News says: “One of 
the finest deposits of chalk in South 
Carolina has just been discovered on 
the place of Samuel D, Page, in Aiken 
county. There are many Kaolin beds 
in Aiken county, but there has go far 
been but little chalk of so fine a 
quality. From present appearances the 
supply seems almost inexhaustible, as 
the strata of chalk is very thick,” 


Having been appealed to by the Indian 
Medical Congress to encourage the more 
extensive use of Indian remedies, the 
Government of India have considered 
the matter, and are not at present con- 
vinced of the desirability of initiating 
as a Government measure experiments 
to test the reputed therapeutic value of 
indigenous drugs. But the Government 
have appointed a committee to consider 
the whole question in a practical way.

The proceeding 
is rather novel, but doubtless some sym- 
pathy will be felt for the two gentle- 
men “knew nothing about the busi- 
ness,”” and, in addition to taking $6,000 
out of $15,000 of the capital stock, be- 
came responsible for a further loan of 
$3,000. As to whether anybody will 
sympathize with the other creditors is 
not stated.

Rates and Lampblack. 
New York, Feb. 14, 1806. 


Editor Oil, and Drug Reporter: 

Our challenge to fire insurance men 
and chemists. which appeared in the 
last issue of the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter, has not yet been taken up. 
We have, however, received a letter 
fram an insurance agent, in which he 
said that he could prove that lamp- 
black was liable to spontaneous com- 
bustion when in a moist condition. (He 
does not state whether this moisture is 
to be water or oil.) He writes that he 
will not demonstrate the truth of his 
assertion by actual test. as he thinks 
that by so doing he would impart infor- 
mation which might be used by incen- 
diaries, thereby resulting in greater loss 
of property and greater loss to insur- 
ance companies. We consider this an 
exccedingly weak argument. One might 
as well argue that the location of the 
United States Treasury should not he 
known, as it would be likely to encour- 
age thieves.

The fire insurance companies have so 
far been unable to show a single case 
where lampblack, and lampblack alone, 
has caused fire through spontaneous 
combustion. It is true that there are a 
few instances where owners of property 
have claimed that a fire was caused by 
the spontaneous combustion of lamp- 

k, but in every instance the fires 
were in shops, factories or stores, where 
inflammable material, such as varnish, 
oils, benzine, alcohol, ete., were either 
employed or stored, and we do not find 
that in any of the reports of the insur- 
ance companies a single instarce is 
given of spontaneous combustion in 
works or shops where lampblack was 
used, either dry or mixed with water. 

The fire insurance authorities take it 
for granted that lampblack is always 
used with oils, varnish or benzine, and 
yet, as a matter of fact, there is more 
iampblack used dry or with water than 
with any or all of the oils mentioned. 
It appears to us that before the insur- 
ance companies can consistently and 
honestly raise the rates to those storing 
or using lampblack they must first 
Prove that lampblack, of itself, is liable 


to spontaneous combustion. We have 
| recently had our rates raised on lamp- 
black stored in this city and yet we do 
not employ any oils whatsoever, nor is 
there any oil on the premises in which 
the lampblack is stored. There are 
hundreds of firms to-day in the United 































































mixed with any oils. It is in behalf of 
these users, as well as for ourselves, 
that 
question of the reputed spontaneous 
combustion of lampblack to the test. 

It is not only to the paint, oil and 
drug and kindred trades that this ques- 
tion is of importance, but to nearly 
every business house in the country, as 
there is hardly one which has not in its 
shipping room a package of lampblack, 
which is used for marking or stenciling 
goods, and we trust that even if the in- 
surance men are not willing to make the 
test, that some chemist will take the 
matter up and absolutely settle it, 
once and for all time.

The Key West Sponge Fishery. 
Key West, Fla., Feb. 5, 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drag Reporter 

I beg to inform you that there 
great commotion in the sponge market 
here in consequence of the fact that the 
State law, prohibiting the gathering of 
under-sized sponges, which are the 
small sponges measuring less than four 
inches in diameter across the top, shall 
be strictly enforced hereafter. A Key 
West newspaper of the 21st ult. gives 
notice to the fishermen to comply with 
the above law, which has been in exist- 
ence for the last six or seven years. The 
fishermen have been warned at times 
against gathering small sponges. 

The facts that have helped to bring on 
the strict enforcing of this State law at 
the present date are that for the past 
several months, on account of the con- 
tinued bad weather at sea, the fisher- 
men have been compelled to work in- 
shore, where small sponges are mostly 
found. Consequently the cargoes of 
sponges that have been brought to this 
market contained a very large propor- 
tion of under-sized sponges, measuring 
less than four inches in diameter across 
the top. The continual short crops and 
the great anxiety of some of the pur- 
chasing agents to secure sponges for 
their respective houses at New York 
have run up the prices of the sponges 
in this market to astonishing figures, 
notwithstanding the large proportion of 
small sponges contained in each cargo. 

The short crop of sponges, however, is 
not the only cause of the extreme high 
prices that have been prevailing in this 
market during the past several months. 
That fact is only a secondary cause, be- 
cause the sponge is sold at auction to 
the highest bidder, as you know, one 
bid only being allowed to be offered on 
each cargo, and the New York sponge 
importers give to their purchasing 
agents here limits of prices at which to 
ship the different qualities, sizes and 
selections. These limits of prices do not 
vary more than five cents or ten cents a 
pound, more or less, and if they were 
strictly followed by each one of the pur- 
chasing agents the market prices of the 
Florida sponges would be much more 
uniform, and therefore would give bet- 
ter satisfaction to buyers and sellers 
alike. 

The main cause of the confusion and 
the high prices prevailing at present in 
this market is owing principally to the 
utter inexperience and ignorance of this 
business of one or two new purchasing 
agents, who miscalculate the proper 
value of a cargo of sponges, and they 
offer for same very considerable higher 
prices than they should offer to be able 
to work up and pack the cargo of 
sponges within the limits of the prices 
at which they are ordered by their re- 
spective houses to buy. To give youa 
full explanation, I shall illustrate by 
stating the bids on a cargo of Rock 
Island sheep’s wool, a few days ago, 
which had four hundred and two 
bunches. The quality of the sponge of 
this cargo was very inferior, and more 
than one-half of it was undersized 
sponges. The bids on said cargo were 
as follows: $411, $427, $469, $512, $540, 
$S57. Next to the above cargo, that 
same day, for another cargo of 206 
bunches of Rock Island wool] sponges of 
good quality and desirable sizes only 
$277 was offered by the highest bidder, 
thus giving rise to dissatisfaction on the 
part of the owner and the crew of the 
latter vessel, who, comparing the price 
offered for the previously metnioned car- 
go of sponges, have therefore refused to 
sell at less than S500. 

As the above cases happen quite often 
in this market, the main cause of the 
prevailing high prices can be readily 
seen, as the careful and experienced

buyers have to raise their prices also to 
secure some sponges, and the result of 
the whole transaction is unsatisfactory 
to the buyer and to the seller alike, con- 
fusion prevails, and no one can tell the 
exact market prices of the Florida 
sponges. 

The confusion prevailing in this busi- 
ness therefore emanated principally 
from the ignorance and inexperience of 
some of the purchasing agents. Seec- 
ondly, from the existing system, of hav- 
ing the sponges sold at auction to the 


highest bidder, which makes of the 
business little or nothing short of 
gambling. 


I believe that the system prevailing ot 
selling the sponge at auction here makes 
this business also unsatisfactory to the 
wholesale drug and paint trade, which 
is the main distributer of these goods 
in the general markets, 

Sponges should be sold by the dozen 
in this market, and according to their 
sizes. Not until then can there be a 
satisfactory solution of this problem.

OBITUARY. 


James I. Fellows. 


The Hon, James I, Fellows, who was 
well known to many Americans, and 
particularly to those in the drug trade 
here, died at his residence in Bayswater, 
England, on the 22d inst.

Robert Weems Tansill, Jr. 


After a lingering illness, lasting about 
eighteen months, Robert Weems Tan- 
sill, Jr., died of consumption, on the 6th 
inst., at Eddy, New Mexico, for which 
place he left this city on Jan. 12, for the 
benefit of his health. Mr. Tansill was 
the vice-president of the well-known 
R. W. ‘Tansill Company, manufac- 
turers of cigars, and up to July, 1804, 
when he was obliged by failing health 
to cease active work, he filled the re- 
sponsible position of general manager 
of the business.

A New Spirit Distributing Company. 


The Reporter of last week was the 
first to give publicity to the informa- 
tion that an early announcement wouid 
be made of the organization of a new 
distributing company, under the 
auspices of the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing Company. Ever since the or- 
ganization of the last named company, 
it has been understood that sooner or 
later it would place itself in a position 
to be able to distribute its own prod- 
uct, but when the distillers’ agreement 
was. signed last autumn, which in- 
cluded the handling in the East by the 
American Distributing Company of the 
product of the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing Company, those who were not 
on the “inside’’ promptly came to the 
conclusion that the original idea had 
been abandoned. The Manufacturing 
Company, however, has been quietly 
perfecting its plans, and the result was 


given to the public last Wednesday 
morning. 

The new company is known as the 
Spirits Distributing Company, which 


has been organized under the laws of 
New Jersey, with a capital stock of 
$7,350,000, divided as follows: First 
preferred cumulative, 7 per cent., $2,- 
100,000; second preferred, non-cumula- 
tive, 6 per cent., $1,575,000, and com- 
mn stock. $3,675,000. The entire tssue of 
common stock and one share of the sec- 
ond preferred will be owned by _ the 
American Spirits Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Holders of the Trust Company’s 
certificates of the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding Company, which _repre- 
sent the stock, not yet issued, of the 
American Spirits Manufacturing Com- 
pany. are offered the option to. sub- 
scribe at par for the first preferred stock 
of the Distributing Company to the ex- 
tent of 6 per cent. of the par value of 
their holdings or any part of such hold- 
ings; receiving, in addition, 50 per 
cent. of the amount of their subscrip- 
tion in second preferred stock. The 
first installment of 15 per cent is pay- 
able March 7; the second, of 15 per 
cent., March 21; the third and fourth 
installments, of 15 per cent. each, are 
payable respectively as called on notice 
by mail of not less than fifteen days 
to the registered holders of the sub- 
scription receipts and at intervals of not 
less than fifteen days. It is not at 
present intended to call the remaining 
four installments of 10 per cent. each. 
That amount is designed to provide for 
the possible extension of the business 
of the Distributing Company into ter- 
ritory other than that now contem- 
plated, or for future requirements. 

The success of the company is as- 
sured, as it has already been under- 
written by a syndicate. It is stated 
that in consequence of the formation 
of the Spirits Distributing Company, 
the Awerican Spirits Manufacturing 
Company has bean enabled to make ad- 
vantayeous arrangements for the dis- 
tribution of its product in the territory 
east of Buffalo and Pittsburg, now 
handled by the American Distributing 
Company, at a cost of distribution far 
below anv hitherto paid. The Ameri- 
can Spirits Manufacturing Company 
will control the distribution of its prod- 
uct west of Buffalo and Pittsburg, 
through the ownership of a majority 
of the stock of the Spirits Distributing 
Company. Under its contract with the 
Manufacturing Company the Distrib- 
uting Company will take the product 
of the Shufeldt Distillery at Chicago 
and the St. Paul Distillery at St. Paul; 


and. if required, will also take the 
product of ten thousand additional 
bushels daily for distribution in the 


Fast. This product is taken by the 
Distributing Company at the market 
price, and is paid for in cash, the Dis- 
tributing Company agreeing to employ 
in its business a minimum of $1,000,000 
cash. The Manufacturing Companv 
leases to the Distributing Company for 
the term of 999 years the H. H. Shu- 
feldt & Co. Distributing Plant, with all 
its appurtenances and machinery, and 
will, pursuant to a written contract, 
make a fixed annual payment to the 
Distributing Company of $120,000, pay- 
able quarterly, beginning May, 18945. 
In the event of the Distributing Com- 
pany extending its business as ahove 
provided, and ealling up the remain- 
ing installments of 10 per cent. each 
cn the first preferred stock, the Manu 
facturing Company will, as provided 
in such contract, make a further an- 
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nual payment of $20,000 for each ad- 
ditional installment of 10 per cent. paid 
in, the total annual payment being iim- 
ited to $200,000. The amount thus to 
be received annually by the Spirits 
Distributing Company will be sufficient 
for the dividend of 7 per cent. upon 
the installments paid in on its first 
preferred stock. The company is capa- 
ble of handling the entire product of 
the Manufacturing Company if neces- 
sary. 

We are assured that the most per- 
fect harmony exists between the Man- 
ufacturing Company and the American 
Distributing Company, wihich is sure 
to continue. In placing itself in a 
position to control the handling of its 
entire product, if necessary, the Man- 
ufacturing Company is simply taking a 
precaution dictated by sound business 
principles.

Free Alcohol Developments. 

Washington, Feb. 14, 1896. 


Many interesting developments in the 
free alcohol controversy have occurred 
within the past week, notably the ap- 
pearance of a new factor in the fight, as 
well as the highly successful attempt on 
the part of the advocates of free alcohol 
to remove the most important sugges- 
tions made by Commissioner Miller 
against the feasibility of drafting regu- 
lations to guard the interests of the 
Government. Another detail of more 
than ordinary interest is the decision 
which the leaders of the free alcohol 
campaign have arrived at to push mat- 
ters in the Court of Claims with all pos- 
sible dispatch, and in the event of fail- 
ure in the attempt to have the test cases 
advanced for early hearing, to proceed 
at once with the filing of the Dunlap 
case in the United States Circuit Court. 

A brief statement was published in 
last week’s Reporter, announcing that 
opposition to the free alcohol section 
had developed in a new quarter, repre- 
sentatives of the Hostetter’s Bitters 
Company having made a statement to 
the Ways and Means Committee urg- 
ing the repeal of the section. The trade 
will be much interested in this new 
phase of the controversy, and the Re- 
porter’s correspondent, therefore, pre- 
sents a full account of the hearing, 
which was not lengthy, and which was 
had before Chairman Evans of the Sub- 
Committee on Internal Revenue. The 
friends of free alcohol assert with con- 
fidence that the hearing has contributed 
to the strength of their cause rather 
than weakening it, and are, therefore, 
anxious that the considerations urged 
by this new element in the fight should 
be fully set foit!. 

The first statement made was by Mr. 
Albert H. Clark, who, after describing 
the use of alcohol in the manufacture of 
preparations made by his firm, stated 
that they had accumulated stamps rep- 
resenting $250,000 in tax since Section 
61 went into effect, but that no proceed- 
ings had been instituted to secure a re- 
fund. 

“We believe,” said he, “there can be 
no regulations formulated except to the 
great injury and damage of a vast 
number of person and corporations en- 
gaged in the drug trade generally, es- 
pecially retail druggists, and that all 
manufacturers engaged in compound- 
ing and selling meritorious articles, alco- 
hol being employed therein, will find 
their goods extensively imitated, spu- 
rious, impure and worthless counterfeits 
thereof being thrust upon the market 
and palmed off as the genuine medicine, 
greatly to the detriment of the legiti- 
mate manufacturer. If this law is car- 
ried into effect it will prove exceedingly 
vexatious and seriously interfere with 
business, since it will be required to di- 
vulge their occult formulae and many 
other matters connected with their busi- 
ness. It would also be embarrassing 
and undesirable to have their business 
generally subjected to the espionage of 
a stranger. 

“It must be evident that the Govern- 
ment, by putting this law into effect, is 
making a great sacrifice to inure to 
the benefit of but few; possibly it is an 
open question if it will benefit anybody. 
The retail druggists are the drug dis- 
pensers to the people, and they would 
be damaged, since their many secret 
formulae for essences, tinctures and 
numbers of other specialties requiring 
the presence of alcohol would have to be 
surrendered to the wholesale druggists 
to make up, and thus the profit the re- 
tail druggist should receive goes to an- 
other, and at the same time his secret 
formulae become public property.” 

Mr. Clark then presented to the com- 
mittee a copy of the memorial of the 
Chicago Retail Druggists’ Association 
against free alcohol, which was pre- 

pared in September. 1894, and the sub-

stance of which has heretofore been 
published in the Reporter. Chairman 
Evans then expressed a desire to know 
whether the gentlemen present believed 
that their views were generally echoed 
in the trade. 

“What acquaintance,” he asked, “have 
you with the sentiments of those who 
are engaged in the manufacture of arti- 
cles similar to those made by you?” To 
this inquiry Mr. R. S. Robb of the Hos- 
tetter’s Bitters Company, replied: 

“My information is to this effect, that 
the large proprietors of proprietary 
medicines are not favorable to the free 
alcohol clause. I have made it my bus!- 
ness to ascertain the advantages they e 
expect to receive from the enforcement of 
the law, and if it would inure to their 
benefit, and if they would reduce prices, 
and in every instance they had said no. 
The views we entertain are, we believe, 
those of the retail druggists as well. 

“It is impossible to find any retail 
druggist who has been in business for 
any length of time that has not a num- 
ber of occult formulae which he has 
originated, which are his own private 
property, and which he considers as a 
part of his stock in trade. He has cre- 
ated a trade for them. His patrons ap- 
ply for them, and will take nothing else. 
In the manufacture of these prepara- 
tions he is obliged to use pure spirits or 
cologne alcohol. Under these regula- 
tions he would be required to have 
Some establishment in the nature of a 
warehouse. He could not, as a small 
dealer can now, buy a gallon or so at 
a time, but he would have to buy by 
the barrel, and, further, he would be 
obliged to have the supervision of the 
Government, or of some person repre- 
senting the Government, in his estab- 

lishment. 

“This man will be advised by the 
ways and means in which he makes his 
compounds. In our own case we have 
never divulged these secrets to any- 
body. The man who first prepared our 
formulas is still in our employ, and is 
now the only one who has our secrets, 
but if this law were in operation they 
would have to be divulged. 

“A druggist told me some time since 
that he had received a proposition from 
aman who offered to put up his com- 
pounds and then sell them to him, and 
he would not then be obliged to have 
any Government espionage over his 
business. To that man it is the margin 
of profit that would otherwise go to 
the retail druggist. In the manufac- 
ture of these proprietary articles lies 
the profits of the druggists, and in 
many instances he relies largely upon 
profits derived in this way to keep up 
many expenses of his business, ‘pay his 
rent, etc. 

“We are here without any knowledge 
of what has been previously done or 
said before this committee, but we 
come to protest against the enactment 
of this law. We think that it will be 
against the interest of all parties con- 
cerned, and we are confident that it 
will injure trade. 

“Another feature of it is this: It will 
cause unprincipled persons to palm off 
imitation goods in place of the genuine 
articles, as they can be made so much 
cheaper. When manufacturers have ty 
pay so much for the principal ingredi- 
ent they will hesitate about using it.” 

While the statement above quoted has 
attracted considerable attention here 
the advocates of free alcohol do not 
appear to be concerned. They argue 
with much emphasis that. so far from 
injuring the prospects of free alcohol, 
the defection of the patent medicine 
men will actually strengthen the propo- 
sition. The use of free alcohol in the 
manufacture of patent medicine, they 
say, has always been the weakest point 
in the argument in favor of untaxed 
spirits on account of the difficulty of 
discriminating between a medicine and 
a beverage in this class of goods. Much 
doubt has always been expressed as to 
whether such preparations as are com- 
monly used in the compounding of 
beverages would be eligible to rebate 
under Section 61, and it is confidently 
asserted that this fact is the only rea- 
son why the manufacturers whe have 
opposed free alcohol before the Ways 
and Means Committee have failed to 
apply for a rebate. Self-interest would. 
of course, dictate the strongest kind of 
opposition to a law which would permit 
a rebate on alcohol used in certain 
classes of medicinal compounds while 
denving it to their own. 

Chairman Evans of the sub-commit- 
tee has received a remarkably forceful 
reply to the interrogatories submitted 

by Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Miller to the delegation which appeared 
hefore the committee on the 44 inst. 
This communication was prepared by 
Chairman Rogers of the Drug Trade 
section of the New Vork Board of Trade 
and Transportation. and is as follows: 
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DRUG REPORTER 


Sir: The argument which I read be- 
fore your committee on the 3d inst., 
contained in a general way answers to 
the questions asked by tre Hon. Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue and the 
gentlemen who appeared with him to 
advocate the repeal of Section 61 of the 
Tariff act of Aug. 28, 1894. 

After a careful examination of the 
notes made by several members of the 
delegation, and of the questions asked 
by Mf. Miller, which, in accordance w:th 
your directions, were written out by the 
Official stenographer and mailed to me, 
I find that specific information on the 
following points is required. 

First~Is the extract of Jamaica 
ginger a medicinal compound, or a like 
compound to a medicinal compound, 
and by what means could ordinary rev- 
enue officers determine whether that ar- 
ticle was prepared in accordance with 
standard formula? 

Second—By what means can _ the 
Treasury Department ascertain whether 
all the alcohol has been used as claimed 
by the applicant for the rebate? 

The evident purpose of the first ques- 
tion was to obtain the opinion of the 
delegation as to the definition of the 
scope of Section 61. I was very care- 
ful in my written statement to point 
out that if the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue was at all doubtful as to 
the purpose of the law in regard to 
doubtful compounds, he could refuse to 
entertain the application for the pay- 
ment of the rebate until the manufac- 
turer could establish his right thereto 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. I 
also stated that if your committee 
thought that there should be a more 
elaborate definition of the law itself, no 
objection would be made to any amend- 
ment that would certainly draw the in- 
tended line. It seems to me that the 
courts can be trusted to construe the 
law in accordance with its manifest in- 
tent. 

Congress would not impose a tax on 
alcohol if its use as a bevarage did not 
intoxicate or work injury to the hu- 
man system. The motive for taxing 
alcohol is, therefore, based on moral 
grounds. On the other hand, alcohol 
is absolutely essential to the industrial 
arts, and may fairly be considered as 
much of a raw material to a manufac- 
turer of varnish, sulphuric ether, etc., 
as iron is a raw material for the manu- 
facturer of steel rails. With one or two 
important exceptions, when alcohol is 
used for purposes other than bever- 
ages, the non-alcoholic ingredients 
with which it is mingled are required 
to be preserved, or dissolved, in order 
to produce the desired result. 

In a general way, therefore, it can be 
asserted that, as the tax on alcohol is 
due to its use as a beverage, all doubt- 
ful compounds that would call for the 
Commissioner’s examination and analy- 
sis, would require the applicant to 
satisfy him that the alcohol was only in- 
tended to serve the purpose of a sol- 
vent or preservative. 

If it should be made evident that 
the non-alcoholic ingredients are only 
mixed with the alcohol to disguise the 
actual purpose of the compound, and 
that the compound is really intended as 
a substitute for the alcoholic beverages 
commonly sold in barrooms, the courts 
would certainly support the adverse 
ruling of the Commissioner. To do 
otherwise would be a denial of the 
fundamental prinicple on which the 
reason for the tax on alcohol is founded. 
Therefore, the Commissioner’s question 
as to what constitutes a like compound 
to a medicinal compound can be 
answered by asserting that the term 
cannot be legally applied to any prepa- 
ration or compound primarily intended 
for a beverage. 

The extract of Jamaica ginger, or any 
other article which might be sold under 
the nameof some reputable extract, 
medicinal elixir, or medicine, would not 
come within the scope of the law if the 
investigation of the process of manu- 
facture and ingredients, as well as the 
chemical analysis of the finished article, 
disclosed the fact that it was placed 
on the market to take the place of an 
alcoholic beverage. 

The Commissioner would provide in 
the regulations that all applications for 
rebate on doubtful compounds should 
be investigated by a Treasury expert 
qualified by experience to decide 
whether the article was covered by the 
terms of the law. 

The second question is one that re- 
quires careful thought and study. It 
Plainly invites suggestions as to the 
specific regulations which would be 
necessary in order to provide the Com- 
missioner with unquestionable proof 
that the rebate cla'med had been legally 
earned. The stamps would provide 
positive proof that the tax had been 
paid, and when compared with the offi- 





























cial records would verify the facts that 
they had been removed from packages 
of alcohol actually delivered to the 
claiment of the rebate. 

The official records would also show 
whether the claiment posseSsed a li- 
cense to manufacture compounds or 
liquors which had been proriouncéd 
beverages by the Internal Revenue Dé- 
partment. If it was disclosed upon in- 
vestigation that the claimant possessed 
such a license, the Commissioner could 
insist that the manufacture of the ar- 
ticles on which the rebate was claimed 
must be conducted in a separate build- 
ing. 

If the claim presented by the manu- 
facturer described the kind and quan- 
tity of goods made and the percentage of 
alcohol contained in each preparation, 
two facts would require to be verified 
by the Government inspector, viz.: 

First—Quantity and kind of goods. 

Second—Percentage of alcohol con- 
sumed in making each preparation, 

As stated in my first argument, the 
Treasury Department have already is- 
sued regulations for the payment of 
drawback on exported medicinal com- 
pounds made in part from foreign al- 
cohol. In order that your committee 
may have a clear idea of the specific 
regulation issued in one notable in- 
stance, I take the liberty of quoting it 
in full: 

Drawback rate on fluid extracts, 

Treasury Department, May 17, 1894. 

“Sir—On the exportation of fluid ex- 
tracts manufactured by 
of in the manufacture of 
which no other than imported alcohol 
was used, a drawback will be allowed 
equal in amount to the duties paid on 
such alcohol, less the legal deduction of 
1 ver cent. 

“The entry under which the fluid ex- 
tracts are inspected and laden must 
show separately the number and de- 
scription of packages containing each 
kind of extract, the quantity of such 
extract, and the percentage of absolute 
alcohol appearing therein. 

“The manufacturer’s declaration on 
the drawback entry must show separate- 
ly the quantity of each kind of extract, 
the quantity of absolute alcohol used in 
the manufacture thereof, and the per- 
centage of waste in manufacture, based 
on the quantity of absolute alcohol ap- 
pearing in the exported article. 

“The manufacturer’s declaration must 
show further, in addition to the usual 
averments, that the extracts were made 
in accordance with the manufacturer’s 
sworn schedule dated March 7, 1894, 
filed with the collector of customs at 
New York. 

“Samples taken by the inspecting of- 
ficer as instructed by the collector shall 
be submitted to a Government chemist 
for his report of the contents of pack- 
ages and of the percentages of absolute 
alcohol contained in the extracts. 

“In liquidating entries the quantity of 
alcohol which may be used as the basis 
of allowance of drawback shall in no 
case exceed the minimum quantity ap- 
pearing in the extract as indicated in 
the manufacturer’s schedule above 
noted, as set forth in the declaration on 
the drawback entry, or as found by the 
Government chemist; and the allowance 
for wastage shall not exceed 15 per 
cent, of such minimum quantity nor the 
percentage in either schedule or declara- 
tion. 

“The instructions of Jan. 7, 189% 
(Synopsis 13641), are hereby rescinded. 
Respectfully yours, 

‘Charles S. Hamlin, 
“Assistant Secretary.” 

Except for the condition as to expor- 
tation, this regulation is a practical il- 
lustration of the general plan which 
could be pursued in the application of 
Section 61. The only problem that re- 
mains to be solved is the preparation 
of a regulation that would accurately 
ascertain the kind and quantity of goods 
manufactured. 

As the rebate is not to be paid until it 
is earned, it necessarily follows that all 
manufacturers would willingly co-oper- 
ate with the Treasury officials in carry- 
ing out a regulation whereby the quan- 
tity and kind of goods made could be in 
every instance correctly ascertained. 

As T did not hear from you relative to 
my request that you extend the time un- 
til the 17th instant, for the filing of a 
supplementary argument, and letters 
from various manufacturers confirma- 
tory of some of the more important 
points mentioned in my first argument, 
T hasten to enclose you herewith the 
following letters, which will serve to 
explain that many manufacturers have 
relied on Section 61, to collect the re- 
bate on their exports instead of import- 
ing foreign alcohol and collecting the 
drawback due thereon, through the 
operation of the customs drawback 
law, viz.: Messrs. Johnson & Johnson,

Drawback ou Lubricating Oils. 


Washington, Feb. 14, 1806. 

Acting ‘Secretary Hamlin has issued 
the following regulations for the al- 
lowance of drawback on lubricating 
cils manufactured in part from im- 
ported rape seed: 

“On the exportation of lubricating 
cils manufactured wholly from im- 
ported rape seed oil and from _ the 
products of domestic petroleum, draw- 
back will be allowed equal in amount 
to the duties paid on the imported rape 
seed oil so used, less the legal deduc- 
tion of 1 per cent. 

“The entry under which the mer- 
chandise is to be imported and laden 
must show separately the number and 
kind of shipping packages, and the 
quantity and quality or kind of the 
manufactured article contained in each 
package. 

“In case the exported article is made 
under a standard formula, the manu- 
facturer must file with the Collector, 
prior to the liquidation of the draw- 
back entry, a sworn statement showing 
such fromula, and the mode of manu- 
facture and of packing for shipment, 
and in all other cases the _ special 
formula of manufacture and packing 
must accompany the drawback entry. 

“The drawback entry must show 
separately the quantity and quality or 
kind of the manufactured article con- 
tained in each package and in the en- 
ire shipment, and the manufacturer's 
declaration on such entry must show 
the percentages and quantities of rape 
seed oil appearing in each kind or 
quality, respectively. 

“Such a declaration must further 
show, in addition to the usual aver- 
ments, that the exported oils were 
manfaetured and packed for shipment

“Samples shall be taken as ordered 
by the Collector, to be submitted to the 
Appraiser for report of the percentage 
of rape seed cil appearing therein. 

“In liquidating entries the quantity 
of rape seed oil on which allowance 
of drawback may be based shall be 
determined for each kind or quality 
of oil, by use of the minimum quan- 
tity and percentage relating to each 
such kind or quality, respectively, as 
shown by the manufacturer’s sworn 
formula and statement, the declaration 
on the drawback entry, or by the ap- 
praiser’s report of percentages and a 
United States gauger’s report of quan- 
tities.” 

Acting Secretary Hamlin has also is- 
sued regulations for the allowance of 
drawback on the exportation of certain 
proprietary medicines, as follows: 

“On the exportation of Fellow’s Com- 
pound Syrup of Hypophosphites, manu- 
factured by the Fellow’s Medica Man- 
ufacturing Company of New York in 
part from imported refined sugar or 
sugar refined from imported raw sugar, 
no domestic sugar or glycerine being 
used, drawback will be allowed equal 
in amount to the duties paid on such 
imported materials, less the legal de- 
duction of 1 per cent. 

“The entry under which the mer- 
chandise is to he inspected and laden 
must specify the number and descrip- 
tion of packages, the number and size 
of bottles, and the net weight of the 
compound contained in each style or 
size of package, and in the entire ship- 
ment. 

“The manufacturer’s declaration on 
the drawback entry must show, in ad- 
dition to the usual averments, that the 
compound was manufactured and put 
up in bottles and packages in man- 
ner as described in their sworn state- 
ment. 

“Sample bottles shall be taken as 
ordered by the Collector to be submit- 
ted to the Appraiser for determina- 
tion of the quantity of the compound, 
and of the percentage of pure sugar 
and glycerine contained therein, and 
such determination, together with the 
return of the inspector, may be taken 
as the basis for determining draw- 
hack allowance: but in no case shall 
drawback he allowed on a quantity of 
the exported article in excess of 120 
nounds for each 100 bottles of the 
large size, or 200 bottles of the small 
size, respectivelv, on a quantity of pure 
sugar in excess of 52.7 per cent. of 
the net weight of the exported arti- 
ele, or on a quantity of refined gly- 
cerine in excess of 6.7 per cent. of 
such weight. 

“When the sugar used has been re- 
fined from imported raw sugar, draw- 
back shall be allowed on such sugar 
when exported separately.”

Undervaluations of Imports. 


The Ways and Means Committee has 
received from Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin the text of a proposed amendment 
to the customs administration law of 
June 10, 1890, for the purpose of fur- 
the discoureging undervaluations. Itis 
in the form of an addition to section 
8 at its close, and runs as follows: 

“Provided, that the Secretary of the 
Treasury may in his discretion require 
that the foregoing declaration’’—the 
declaration to be signed by the pur- 
chaser, manufacturer, owner, or agent, 
attesting the correctness of the in- 
voice—“‘shall be made under oath (in 
form prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury), which oath shall be ad- 
ministered by an officer of the country 
of exportation having authority to ad- 
minister oaths to which the laws of 
that country attach the penalty of 
perjury when falsely made; provided 
further, that when the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall have required the 
declaration of invoices of exports from 
any foreign countries or consular dis- 
tricts to the United States to be made 
under oath as aforesaid, consuls shall 
refuse certification of invoices not made 
in accordance with said requirement, 
and no merchandise exported from 
these countries of consular districts to 
the United States shall be delivered on 
entry unless and until the said oath 
has been duly made and certified to 
by said consuls.” 

This clause is especially aimed at the 


continental countries of Europe. In 
England, where the practice as to 
sworn declarations is very similar to 


our own, it is possible for a consul 
to employ a lesser judicial officer, sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction, and before 
whom no person can make deposition 
without incurring the penalty of per- 
jury if his statements are untrue. On 
the Continent, however, the common 
custom is to require all oaths to be 
made in open court, before a highly 
qualified magistrate, and with solemn 
ceremonial, which of course is imprac- 
ticable in most invoice cases. It is be- 
lieved that satisfactory arrangements 
can be made in pursuence of the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Hamlin 
to Insure the criminal prosecution 
abroad of any person falsely swear- 
ing to the correctness of an invoice.

Decision on Acetanilid. 


The Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical 
Co. appealed from a decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers, which af- 
firmed the classification of the Collector 
upon the acetanilid. 

Judge Coxe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, in finding for the importers, 
said: “The article imported in this 
case is acetanilid. The Collector levied 
duty on one importation asa ‘medicinal 
preparation of which alcohol is not a 
component part,’ and on another as a 
‘chemical compound or salt,’ under par- 
agraphs 75 and 76, respectively, both at 
25 per cent. ad val. The importers pro- 
tested, insisting that in both instances 
it should have been classified under par- 
agraph 19, at 20 per cent.. which pro- 
vides for ‘all preparations of coal-tar not 
colors or dyes.’ 

“It is conceded that the article in 
question is a coal-tar preparation, not 
a color or dye. The importer also in- 
sists that the evidence establishes the 
fact that it is not a medicinal prepara- 
tion. Without passing upon the ques- 
tion of fact thus presented, the court 
holds as a matter of fact, conceding 
the proposition that it is a medicinal 
preparation, that the paragraph pointed 
out by the importers is more specific 
than the Collector’s paragraphs, and, 
therefore, that the importation should 
have been admitted as a preparation of 
coal-tar. Numerous decisions of this 
court uphold this construction.”

WHITE LEAD. — Notwithstanding 
the weather during the past week has 
not been propitious for outdoor paint- 
ing, there has’been a good demand from 
jobbers, who are evidently purchasing 
in anticipation of the wants of their 
spring trade. Then, again, the strong 
undertone which is noticeable in the 
pig lead market gives buyers more con- 
fidence in the manufactured product, as 
well as color to the report circulated 
around the trade that corroders may 
at their next meeting raise the price 
for lead in oil.

Very little, if any, progress was made 
this week in the distribution of stocks, 
and the oil market retains the same 
quiet appearance that has character- 
ized it throughout the month, but, as 
February is seldom an active period in 
the oil] trade, no special disappointment 
is felt at the prevailing tame condi- 
tion of business. To some extent, con- 
tinued unsettled weather in the interval 
since our last has interfered with the 
movement of goods, but the principal 
cause of the slow demand seems to be 
that buyers just now are a little more 
conservative than usual in the matter 
of providing for their wants, especially 
in the direction of future supplies. Re- 
garding prices, the week has been ra- 
ther uneventful, as only a few changes 
are reported, and most of them are of 
minor consequence. The chiet excep- 
tion to this was cottonseed oil, which 
has declined under a dull inquiry, and 
in sympathy with the weakness in lard. 
Linseed oil is steadier, but lard oil is 
easier, with the parent material and 
cocoanut oils remain quiet and without 
significant new features. 


Vegetable Oils. 


LINSEED OIL.—The inquiry this 
week for linseed oil was not vigorous, 
and no transactions in excess of job- 
bing quantities are reported. It seems 
to be the general sentiment among the 
crushers that the time is near at hand 
when consumers will be ready to nego- 
tiate for important lots to meet the re- 
quirements of the Spring season, and 
the belief is freely expressed that, after 
the turn of the month, the market wil! 
display materially increased animation. 
In view of this probability and the fur- 
ther reason that stocks here and in the 
West are comparatively moderate, sell- 
ers here are beginning to entertain 
very firm ideas as to prices, and this 
also appeared to be the situation at in- 
land distributing points. For out of 
town oil a fair quotation in this mar- 
ket is 39c., though some sellers assert 
that they are getting 40c. Local manu- 
facturers are still selling at the reduced 
figures announced three weeks ago; that 
is to say, 40c. per gallon for oil crushed 
from domestic seed and 50c. for Cal- 
cutta, 

COTTONSEED.—The market opened 
quiet on Monday with very little trading, 
as buyers were watching the course of the 
lard market which was showing cor sider 
able weakness. On Tuesday cables came 
reporting the Hull market at 15s naked 
or 16s ‘6d for cotton oil in bbls. This, 
it was claimed, was equal to about 251¢¢ 
here. There were free offers to sell prime 
summmer yellow cotton oil at 26c¢ either 
for spot or March delieery, in hopes that 
the exporters might be induced to tuke 
hold and relieve the market of the surplus 
stocks as well as the speculative lots 
which are like a ‘‘ wet blanket” hanging 
over this market. Exporters, however, 
failed to grasp the situation as others saw 
it and quickly reduced their bidsto 25c, 
though a few small sales were made for 


March delivery at 26c. Wednesday 
being a _ holiday considerable _ in- 
erest was manifested as to how 


the market would open on Thursday. 
Lard having gained some 10 points over 
the closing on Tuesdaythere were buyers of

FLAXSEED.—The movement of seed 
shows an increase of 30,816 ‘bushels 
in receipts and a gain of 12,286 bushels 
in shipments.

The registrar's bulletin showed local 
stocks to have increased 30,841 bushels.

The result of a com- 
parison of these figures shows a net in- 
crease in the Northwestern supply of 
29,033 bushels. It will be noticed that, 
as compared with the corresponding 
date of last year, regular stocks at Chi- 
cago are 635,987 bushels greater. More- 
over, the registrar’s report does not 
cover seed in elevators, technically 
classed as irregular, of which there is 
unquestionably a large quantity. A 
summary of the bulletin is given below:

The inspector reports lighter arrivals 
than those for last week. There have 
been in all 164 cars inspected in, which 
were graded as follows: Of No. 1, 148 
cars; of rejected, 10, and of no grade, 
6. The outward movement has fallen 
considerably, having aggregated but 
32,705 bushels. Of this amount 11,255 
bushels (all of No. 1) have been in- 
spected out, 8,250 have been ‘billed 
through,” and 13,200 bushels “not in- 
spected.”” Both cash and speculative 
markets have been uninteresting. Spec- 
ulative orders were small, February 
and May deliveries alone being ac- 
corded any attention. Cash flax was 
weak, and declined about Ic. Reported 
sales on ’Change foot up 77 cars of 
cash seed, of which 64144 were of con- 
tract grade, 9 were rejected and 3% of 
no grade. Prices ranged from 9014@ 
9114c., the market closing at the inside. 
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A little February flax (10,000 bushels 
and one car) sold at S9@9V%, the last 
sale being at the bottom. Of May de- 
livery, there were buyers for 191,500 
bushels, the range of quotations being 
94@95l4c., the market opening at the 
outside, and the last sale being effected 
at 94%. 

OIL CAKE.—The local situation ex- 
hibits little change. .A few light sales 
of special brands are said to have 
been effected on the basis of $13.50, 
but generally speaking the best bid 
heard on export account would scarcely 
excecd $13 net at Chicago. Meal is 
selling with more or less freedom at 
$16, and the demand seems to he 
slightly improving. Total exports of 
cake from Chicago since Jan. 1 are 
reported to have been 852,204 pounds, 
as against 1,316,054 pounds during the 
Same period last year. 

OLEO OIL.—There has been consid- 
erably more activity in the Rotterdam 
market. A few lots of particularly 
choice oil brought 40 fl. (a drop of 1 
fl.), but later the tendency downward 
was more pronounced, good makes 
selling as low as $o@3fl. The agita- 
tion against oleomargarine in the Ger- 
man Reichstag also affects the trade 
in Holland, many Dutch churners hay- 
ing branch factories in Germany. 
Stocks in first hands in Rotterdam re- 
main unchanged, about 9,000 tes. Ex- 
ports for the period under review are 
about 2,400 tes. Neutral lard is in very 
limited request, one sale being reported 
at 38fl., although a choice quality is 
offered at 37fl. 

LARD OIL.—Not much business is 
reported. The output, however, is very 
light, and prices are consequently no 


lower. Current quotations are: Extra, 
46c.; extra No. 1, 40c.; No. 1, 335c., 
and No. 2, 32c.

Linseed and Cottonseed Cake for 


Cattle, 


Washington, Feb. 14, 186. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has pre- 
pared a bulletin calling attention to the 
feasibility of extending the market for 
linseed and cottonseed oil cake by mix- 
ing it with Indian corn, to make a gu- 
perior food for cattle. 
prepare a “balanced ration” composed 
of a mixture of maize, oats, oil cake 
and wheat, when the cheapness of the 
latter permits, the ingredients to be 
mixed thoroughly in their proper pro- 
portions, ground and pressed into cakes 
for both home consumpiion and export. 
Secretary Morton is satisfied that his 
plan would extend the market for both 
oil cake and Indian corn, and at the 
same time provide a richer and better 
food product for cattle. He says: 

“Since we have in this country in lin- 
weed cake, and especially in cottonseed 
cake, an almost unlimited supply of the 
richest nitrogenous food, which cannot 
be used to the best advantage without 
mixing, it would seem very desirable 
to compound these substances with 
maize meal or some of the mill feeds, ot 
which we also have a large surplus. If 
a cake could be made of two or more 
materials which would form a complete 
ration it might prove very convenient 
for the foreign feeder, and it is possible 
that in this way a market might be 
created for corn, wheat and oat prod- 
ucts, as well as for cottonseed and lin- 
seed cake, which we could not reach in 
any other way. 

“The object of this circular is to sug- 
gest to millers of maize, wheat, oats 
and rice, and to oil mills producing cot- 
tonseed and linseed cake that they 
make some experiments in producing 
mixed cakes for the purpose of seeing 
how they will keep, stand transporta- 
tion and meet the requirements sug- 
gested above, Meals, like maize meal, 
wheat bran, rice polish, etc., are bulky 
and do not keep well, especially after 
a sea voyage. If mixed with an oil meal 
and pressed the resulting cake would 
doubtless be transported more conven- 
jently and would keep longer. 

“It is probable that some adhesive 
material, like molasses, would be nec- 
essary in order to make a solid cake of 
the mixed meals. Such molasses can 
be obtained from the sugar mills in 
































It is proposed to | 








Louisiana and Texas, where it is a 
waste product, for the cost of barrels 
and transportation. The beet sugar 
factories have a similar product, and it 
is possible that a cheap sorghum mo- 
lasses could be produced in sufficient 
quantity, if there were a demand. Either 
one of ‘these kinds of molasses would 
add to the feeding value of the cake 
and would probably also improve its 
keeping qualities. It is believed that 
only’ about 10 per cent. of molasses 
would be required in order to make a 
solid cake. 

“The cake should be pressed in con- 
venient forms for transportation and 
might be divided by grooves, so that it 
might be broken into smaller masses of 
a suitable size and weight, which could 
then be crated or strapped together in 
bundles of convenient size for handling, 
and would probably require little if any 
covering. If a covering is required or 
will add to the keeping qualities of the 
cake, one could doubtless be made from 
cheaper kinds of straw board or paper, 
which might be oiled to assist in ex- 
cluding the air.

“This would form, with hay, a com- 
plete feed for cows, steers and oxen. It 
would cost about $15 per ton at the 
present prices of maize and cottonseed 
cake at such points in the cotton coun- 
try as Savannah, Memphis, New Or- 
leans and Houston, or such points in 
the Western corn country as Kansas 
City or Omaha.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SATURDAY NOON, February 15, 1896 

About the only feature of interest dur- 
ing the past week has been the report 
of the pipe lines giving the statistics for 
January, but as it was not different 
from the estimates previously made It 
exerted no influence on the market, The 
report is regarded as of bullish tenor 
by reason of the comparatively small in- 
crease in stocks, but the statistical situ- 
ation, as a whole, is practically the 
same, while some regard the report as 
containing bearish features outweigh- 
ing those which may be regarded as of 
an opposite tenor. Since the time cov- 
ered by the report the runs have kept 
up remarkably steady, and it is possi- 
ble that a change in the situation may 
be shown at the end of the present 
month, although that will also depend 
upon the deliveries, which have not 
fallen off. From the fields the reports 
have been of minor importance during 
the past week. The usuai number of 
new wells have been reported, but few 
show more chan the average initial ca- 
pacity, while no imrortant extensions 
of territory are claimed, nor has there 
been even a suggestion of a new pool, In 
fact, the more successful strikes have 
been made in old territory which it has 
frequently been claimed were long ago 
thoroughly exploited. Trading on the 
exchanges has shown little life, on the 
local exchange only an occasional .id 
or offer Deing heard.

What with a holiday and by far the 
largest part of the tank fleet on the 
ocean en route to or from Europe, busi- 
ness in refined for export has been un- 
usually light.

Decision on Liquid Paraflinum. 
Schoellkopf, Hartford & Mac agan 


Limited, appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals from a deci-* 
sion of the United States Circuit Court, 
sustaining a decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers, which approved 
of an exaction of duty by the Collector. 
Judge Lacombe, in his opinion revers- 
ing the decision of the lower court, says: 
“The improtation was invoiced as 
‘Paraffinum Liq. Ph. G.,’ which the 
timony shows to be the Latin name of 
the article in the German Pharma- 
copoeia. It is a mixture of the higher 
fluid members of the paraffine series of 
hydrocarbons, and is a clear, oily liquid 
obtained from petroleum, ozokerite or 
seme similar mineral substance. Hard 
paraffine, or paraffinum durum, which 
is also sometimes known paraftine 
wax, is also a mixture of the higher 
members of the paraffine serles of hy- 
drocarbons; both the hard and the liquid 
forms are obtained by distillation. 
There is also a soft paraffine, popularly 
known as vaseline. ‘Paraffine oil,’ 
whichis known to commerce, is, as the 
witnesses for the Government testify, a 
different article from the importation in 
‘this case. 

“The Collector classified the merchan- 
dise under paragraph 76 of the tariff of 


as 


1890 at 25 per cent, ad valorem. ‘The 
importers contended that it was free 
under paragraph 671 of the free list. 


If the article be in fact paraffine, it is 
covered by paragraph 671, which read- 
ing simply ‘paraffine’ is manifestly more 
specific than the general enumeration of 
distilled oils in paragraph 76. 

“The counsel for the Government con- 
tends that the words paraffine in the free 
list refers only to the hard or waxy sub- 
stance, but the evidence not sup- 
port such contention. There is no ques- 
tion of commercial designation, for the 
name of the article has no peculiar 
meaning when used in trade different 
from its popular meaning. The proof 
shows that paraffine is now found in 
three forms—the fluid, the soft and the 
hard. Even in Webster’s Dictionary, 
cited by counsel for the Government, 
paraffine is described as resembling 
spermaceti, and fusing at 120 degrees to 
186 degrees F., and also as existing in 
the form of an oil. * * * The use by 
Congress of the single word paraffine, 
without any qualification, manifests an 
intention to cover at least all varieties 
of the article which were known when 
the act was passed, and as liquid paraf- 
fine was at that time one of the known 
forms of paraffine, it comes within the 
provisions of paragraph 671.”

The appraiser at New York submitted 
a sample of vegetable substance called 
“loofah.” This article is the inside 
portion of a gourd, divested of the 
seeds, cleansed and bleached. In this 
condition it is sometimes used as 
sponge. The Conference decided that 
the article in its present condition is 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under section 3. 


Glass, Silvered and Beveled. 


The appraisers from both Detroit and 
Grand Rapids presented samples of 
glass silvered and somewhat beveled 
upon the edges. This glass is not the 
east plate glass of commerce, but is 
blown glass, and is commercially recog- 
nized as “German looking-glass plates,”’ 
and is dutiable under Schedule B, para- 
graph No. 95, at the specific rates there 
stated. It was also decided that to this 
character of glass when silvered the 10 
per cent. additional duty does not apply. 


Marjoram. 


The appraiser from Chicago submitted 
to the conference for classification for 
duty marjoram, commonly known as 
“sweet marjoram.” After investigation, 
it was decided that this article, when 
brought in as whole leaves in a bale, 
should be classified as crude medicinal 
leaves, under paragraph 470, and be 
free of duty. When these leaves have 
been ground and are in a state to be em- 
ployed as a seasoning or condiment, in 
which condition they are usually packed 
in glass bottles or jars, the y are dutiable 
as spices (paragraph 235), at the rate 
of 3 cents per pound. 

Potassium, 

The same port called attention to the 
proper classification of potassium.. It 
was found that decision No, 9,324, and 
a more recent ruling from the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, 
placed the duty on this article at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, under section 3. 





Potato Flour or Starch. 


The Treasury Department has pro- 
mulgated a decision with regard to 
the dutiable classification of certain 
starch imported from Germany and in- 
voiced as potato flour, upon which duty 
was assessed at the rate of 1% cents 
per pound under the provisions of para- 
graph 232, act of 1894, and which is 
claimed to be dutiable at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under section 3 as a non- 
enumerated manufactured article. 

We find the said merchandise to be 
potato starch powdered and known in 
the trade as potato flour. Potato 
starch is very extensively manufac- 
tured in the United States and is sold 
upon the market in the form of gran- 
ules of considerable size and also 
ground and bolted. In the latter con-

dition it is called potato flour. Proba- 
bly 90 per cent. or more of this kind 
of starch is consumed in the manufac- 
ture and finishing of textile fabrics, 
it having a peculiar quality of pene- 
trating fabrics and giving the requisite 
stiffness without showing upon the sur- 
face, while corn starch and wheat 
starch are more particularly adapted 
to giving a surface to fabrics. The 
protests are overruled and the decision 
of the collector affirmed. 





Sachet Powder. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Messrs. F. R. Arnold & Co. against the 
decision of the Collector of Customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain mer- 
chandise, imported and entered March 
26, July 15 and Aug. 6, 1895.—Opinion 
by General Appraiser Wilkinson. 

The merchandise consists of sachet 
powder in bottles. It was assessed for 
duty at 40 per cent. under paragraph 
61, N. T., and is claimed to be dutia- 
ble at 20 per cent. for the sachet pow- 
der under section 3, and at 1% cents 
per pound for the bottles under para- 
graph 88. 

The board held in G. A. 2034 that 
under the act of 1890 sachet powder 
was not dutiable as a toilet article, and 
should be classified under section 3. 
But paragraph 61 of the act of 1894, 
which in many respects corresponds 
with paragraph 77 of the prior tariff, 
contains the new and additional pro- 
vision, ‘‘and articles of perfumery.” 

While sachet powder is not an arti- 
cle used about the person as a toilet 
preparation, it is of common knowledge 
that it is used to perfume clothing, and 
we find that it is an article of per- 
fumery. 

The decision of the Collector is af- 
firmed accordingly. 





Whiting. 


In the matter of the protest of C. L. 
Tiffany against the decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York as to the 
rate and amount of duties chargeable 
on certain merchandise, imported and 
entered April 22 and July 8, 1895.— 
Opinion by General Appraiser Shar- 
retts. 

The merchandise in question is an 
impalpable powder, which is shown by 
analysis to contain 93.24 per cent. car- 
bonate of lime, 4.38 per cent. of chloride 


of lime, 2.10 per cent. carbonate of 
potash and .24 per cent. hygroscopic 
water. 


This powder is put up in small pack- 
ages and is used by jewelers to polish 
the surface ot metals. It is alternate- 
ly claimed by the appellants to be du- 
tiable at 4 of a cent per pound under 
the provision of paragraph 46 of the

act of Aug. 28, 1894, for whiting. The 
Collector classified the merchandise as 
an article composed of earthen or min- 
eral substances 

We think the claim of the appellants 
is well founded. Whiting is chalk 
which has been dried and afterward 
ground, levigated and again dried, and 
chalk, as we all know, is a soft min- 
eral substance consisting almost en- 
tirely of carbonate of lime. Analysis 
having shown that the merchandise in 
question is composed almost entirely 
of carbonate of lime, that fact would 
seem to confirm the testimony for the 
importers to the effect that the pow- 
der in dispute is whiting, and we sus- 
tain the claim in the protest that it 
is dutiable at one-fotirth of 1 per cent. 
under paragraph 46. 

The Collector’s decision is reversed. 





Indigo Auxillary Dutiable as Zine. 


In the matter of the protest of the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany against the decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York as to 
the rate and amount of duties charge- 
able on certain merchandise, imported 
and entered July 6, 1895.—Opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt. 


We find that the Roessler-Hass- 
lacher Chemical Company entered at 
the port of New York July 6, 1895, 
certain merchandise upon which duty 
was assessed at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem under section 3 of the 
act of Aug. 28, 1894, as a non-enum- 


erated manufactured article. The im- 
porters claim: 

(1) The same to be exempt from duty 
under paragraph 386 as an article in 
the crude state used in dyeing; as a 
drug under paragraph 470; or as in- 
digo and extracts or pastes of, or car- 
mine under paragraph 514, or as a 
crude mineral under paragraph 56. 

2) That said merchandise is_ in- 
voiced as indigo auxiliary, and is 
known as zine dust and zinc ashes. 
That the same is, in fact, finely pow- 
dered metallic zinc, with which is a 
proportion of oxide and a small per- 
centage of lead. 

In the process of smelting zine the 
roasted ore is charged in retorts, which 
are subjected to such a degree of heat 
that the zine is vaporized and con- 
densed, the greater part fractionizing 
and forming a semi-solid and molten 
mass in a chamber nearest the ore, 
while another portion, amounting to 
about 10 per cent., condenses in the 
form of this powder in a receptacle 
beyond. The semi-solid and molten 
metal is east into blocks or pigs and 
is known as spelter. The powder, ex- 
cept that portion reserved to be sold as 
zine dust, is added to the next charge 
of the retort. Zine can be and is util-

The melting point, commonly 
given as 113-114 degrees, is determined 
by the writer as fairly constant at 112 
Heated on platinum, acetani- 
lid volatilizes without leaving a residue, 
and, when ignited, it burns completely 
with a yellow flame. At 15 degrees it 
is soluble in about 190 parts of water 
and in five parts of alcohol. It is solu- 
ble in eighteen parts of boiling water 
and in about five-tenths part of boiling 
alcohol. It is soluble in the cold in 
ether, chloroform, acetic acid, nitrie and 
sulphurie acids, and, when warmed, in 
hydrochlorie acid. On boiling with wa- 
oil-like globules separate out and 
the solution on cooling recrystallizes in 
large but declicate six-sided plates. 
teaction with Concentrated Nitric 
Acid.—Acetanilid easily soluble in 
strong nitric acid, the solution being 
colorless in the cold, but turning to a

Trade in heavy chemicals has been 
rather quiet during the past week, as re- 
gards demand for forward shipments. 
The recent vote in the Senate indicates 
that there will be no change in the tariff, 
at least, not during this session. Ar- 
senic has been pushed up several points, 
owing to the lignt stock being controlled 
by one importer. Blue vitriol is also 
firmer, under an improved home de- 
mand from the paris green makers. The 
price of sal soda, domestic, has been re- 
duced by the makers in this section. 
Values are still very much unsettled in 
the west. Caustic soda, alkali and bi- 
carb. are all steady, with prices tend- 
ing upward. Glauber salts are weak 
and the same may be said of copperas. 
Collections are better, though not up to 
what they should be. Late mail ad- 
vices from Liverpool say: ‘Business in 
the alkali trade is fairly active, both 
for export and home account. The price 
of alkalies all round is steadily main- 
tained. There are no changes in quo- 
tations, either for caustic soda, ammonia 
alkali, or Leblanc soda ash. Caustic 
soda quotations on the spot are as fol- 
lows:—F. o. b. Liverpool, 77 per cent., 
£9 Ts. 6d.; 74 per cent., £8 10s.; 70 per 
cent., £7 10s.; 60 per cent., £6 10s. net 
per ton, 10-ton lots and upward. Soda 
crystals unchanged at 35s., bags, mak- 
ers’ works. Bleaching powder is in 
steady and good demand at £7, makers’ 
works, and £6 15s. to £7 5s. per ton, 
hardwoods, f. 0. b., according to mar- 
ket. Saltcake firm and in strong re- 
quest at 25s. to 27s. 6d., f. 0. r. Sulphur 
£3 12s. 6d. per ton. Chlorate of potash, 
4%,d. per lb.; soda, 614d.; but there are 
some small resales at fractions below 
these quotations. For white powdered 
arsenic price has further advanced, ow- 
ing to the continued scarcity—£17 to £17 
10s. being paid for odd lots. Sulphate 
of copper firmer at £15 15s., f. o. b. Tar- 
taric acid advanced to 1s. 214d. per Ib. 
Acetate of lime, brown, still overstocked, 
and price depressed accordingly—quota- 
tions, £4 15s. to £5, c. i. f.; gray acetate 
of lime, £7 15s. net, c. i. f.; brown sugar 
of lead searce at £15 10s., c. i. f. White 
sugar of lead flat and without change in 
price. Acetic acid selling freely, and 
price steady. Acetate of soda in fair 
request at £14 to £14 5s., c. i. f. Potash, 
caustic and carbonate, meet with good 
inquiry, and prices are firm. Muriate 
of ammonia is in fair request, and price 
firm at £23 per ton. Other ammonia 
salts steady.”

For jobbing parcels they are 
quoting 25-16@23<c., as to test, hold- 
er and size of the order. Powdered, 
98 per cent., is in better request for 
spot and forward delivery, at prices 
ranging from 4@4\\c., as to test and 
quantity, for regular makes. 

CRYSTAL CARBONATE.—An im- 
proved demand is reported from the 
mills and the soap trade, but the trou- 
ble is to keep sufficient stock on hand 
to meet the daily wants of the trade.

SALT CAKE.—Trade has heen very 
slow during the past week, especially 
for spot goods.

Petroleum Soaps.

A recent patent recently taken out 
describes some interesting petroleum 
products. A water-soluble oil is made 
by melting 50 pounds of rosin with 100 
pounds of petroleum and adding to the 
hot mixture U0 cc, of saturated solu- 
tion of caustic soda. During the addi- 
tion of the mixture it is energetically 
stirred, and after cooling the clear oil 
is drawn off and mixed with L. of 
saturated soda lye and stirred again.

Gelatinous 
materials and lubricating greases are 
produced by the precipitation of these 
soaps with calcium chlorid on purifi- 
cation of the precipitate by kneading, 
etc. Varnishes are made from some of 
these oils by treatment with siccatives;

Assay of Ergut, 


H. Beckurts has determined the per- 
centage of alkaloid present in a variety 
of samples of kKussian, Austrian, Spau- 
ish and German ergot. It was tuunu 
that by percolation with petroleum 
spirit the fixed oil, but no alkaloid, was 
removed. T’wenty-five grammes of eacu 
sample were, tnerefore, freed from Ou 
by that means, dried and shaken witn 
lvU grammes of ether and 1 gramme of 
magnesia, previously suspended in 2 
C. c. of water; GU grammes of the ether- 
eal solution are freed from alkaloid by 
repeated agitation with .5 per cent. hy- 
drochloric acid, from which the alkaloid 
was then removed by ammonia and 
ether. The latter liquid on evaporation 
left a yellowish-white crystalline residue 
of alkaloid. The determinations agreed 
with those previously made by Keller. 
Russian and Austrian were the best, 
the richest samples containing .20 per 
cent., while the best German yielded 
only .15 and Spanish .14. Drying by 
artificial heat diminished the yield of 
alkaloid by about 10 per cent.—Oesterr,
